Onen Forum - U.S. Census Bureau representative, Nasad DeJanis, spoke of the importance of having every person counted. The 
plan is to reach out to every church, school, club, commission and organization to spread the word of why it is so important to 
return the census. She explained that for many personal reasons some people are fearful to return a census and emphasized that all 
information is confidential and really is kept private. Chair Minton asked what we could do to help and she requested that we sign 
a Partnership Agreement, which means we would work in the community to make all citizens aware of the importance of returning 
the census. Because the HRC did not have a quorum for this meeting, Chair M inton thanked her for all the information that she 
presented to us and assured her that we will discuss the census at our next monthly meeting on December 16 th and will be in touch 
with her at that time. 

Claire Gordon, Vision 20/20 Diversity Task Force and Rev. Christine Elliott, Calvary United Methodist Church, were our other 
guests this evening who questioned - “what do we want the community to do regarding the recent Rapid Response letter that was 
mailed to the Network.’’ Chair Minton explained the purpose of the Rapid Response Network, and that the letter was mailed to 
make the network aware of the APD graffiti rep orts that have been happ ening over the p ast months. He encouraged them to sp eak 
with their organization and church community to also make them aware of the malicious vandalism.
